ARTICLE 16. - A) THE PARTIES PARTICIPATING IN THE PARIS 

CONFERENCE ON VIETNAM SHALL IMMEDIATELY DESIGNATE REPRESENTATIVES 

TO FORM A FOUR-PARTY JOINT MILITARY COMMISSION WITH THE TASK OF 

ENSURING JOINT ACTION BY THE PARTIES IN IMPLEMENTING THE FOLLOW- 
ING PROVISIONS OF THIS AGREEMENT:

OPERATING IMMEDIATELY AFTER THE SIGNING OF THIS AGREEMENT AND
